situate outside their respective Zones to which decrees 
passed by the Courts in their respective Zones may have 
been sent for execution. And for the purposes aforesaid, 
they may sign and execute all appearances and vakalat- 
namas for engagements of advocates solicitors and other 
legal professional persons and sign and verify all plead¬ 
ings, memoranda of appeal, cross objections, applications 
for execution, petitions, counter petitions and all legal 
documents of whatsoever nature and make all affidavits 
for and on behalf of the Corporation and to accept service 
of Writs of Summons and other processes of the Court, 
The Zonal Managers may delegate any of the authorities 
aforesaid to any other Officer of the respective Zonal Offi¬ 
ces or any Divisional or Branch Office of the Corporation 
in their respective Zones,”

Amendments to Bye-laws, Rules and Regulations 

Some Amendments to the Bye-laws of India Pepper And 
Spice Trade Association are given below in two parts 
Clauses in Part “A” have been already passed by the 
Board on 22nd December 1956 and ratified by the General 
Body on 25th February 1957. Clauses in Part "B” were 
passed in the General Body Meeting held on 6th Augusl 
1957. 

These amendments have already been approved by the 
Forward Markets Commission of the Government of India. 
The same arc published for information. Suggestions if 
any may be sent to the Assistant Secretary, India Pepper 
And Spice Trade Association, Cochin-2, so as to reach him 
on or before 21st January 1958, and will be duly considered. 

PART “A” 

I. For Bye-law 1 (xxiv), substitute the following: 

“Hedge contract means a forward contract describ¬ 
ed in Bye-law 29.” 

II. In Bye-law 8, substitute the following: 

"All contracts whether Delivery or Hedge, shall be 
made only on the forms bearing the Seal of the 
Association, prescribed for the purpose by the 
Board from time to time”. 

III. In Bye-law 29 (a), insert “to 25th” after the figures 
“16th” in the last line. 

IV. In Bye-law 36, use the same word “Margin deposit 
amount” in place of “deposit amount” and “margin 
amount”. 
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V. In Bye-law 45, the word "House" after the word 
“clearing” in the last but one line. 

VI. In Bye-law 51, instead of "22nd” substitute “25th”. 

VII. In Bye-law 99(a), before the words “Delivery con¬ 
tracts” the words “Hedge contracts and” shall be added. 

VIII. In the Bye-laws 64, 82(B) and 82(B)(3) after the 
word “transferable” and before the word “delivery con¬ 
tracts” add the word “specific”. 

IX. In the Bye-law 82(A) and (i)(c) add the figure “36” 
after the word “Bye-law”. 

■ f X. In Bye-law 137, in the second line add the figure 
“136” after the word “bye-law” in place of figure “11”. 

XI. After Bye-law 194, add Bye-law 194(a) as follows: 

194(a) Schedule of ' upcountry delivery centres; 
Alleppey has been fixed as an upcountry deli¬ 
very centre and expenses to be paid by the 
, seller fixed at Re. 1/- per Cwt. for delivery at 
H ’ V, Alleppey. 

Xtf. In Bye-law 212, for clause No. 3(a)-(i) read No. 
4(a)-(i). 

PART “B” 

I. In Bye-law 31, instead of the words and figures 
“50 Cwts”; substitute, “25 Cwts”. 

II. In Bye-law 45. instead of the words and figures 
“50 Cwts” substitute “25 Cwts”. 

III. (i) After Bye-law 65 add bye-law 65A as follows: 

65A. The powers conferred on the Board by bye-law 
65 may also be exercised by the Forward 
Markets Commission in any case where the 
Forward Markets Commission is of the opinion 
that an emergency has arisen or exists, and the 
Board has failed to exercise such powers. 

(ii) Also add the words “and/or transferable specific 
delivery contracts” after the words “hedge con¬ 
tract” in lines 1 and 3. 

IV. In Bye-law 93. after clause (c), add a clause (d) to 
read as follows: 

(d) The Forward Markets Commission may, in any 
case where in its opinion an emergency exists, 
and the Board has not taken any action con¬ 
templated by this clause, direct the closure of 
the market for a period not exceeding five 
consecutive days, and may, if the Commission 
is of the opinion that it is necessary so to do, 
direct the extension of closure for such further 
period not exceeding five days at a time as the 
Commission may think lit, so however, that the 
total period of closure shall not exceed fifteen 
days. 

V. In Bye-law 126, instead of the words and figures 
“50 Cwts”, substitute “25 Cwts”. 

VI. For Bye-law 207, substitute the following bye-law: 

207. A contribution at the rate of Re. 1/- per unit of 
25 Cwts of Pepper shall be paid to the Associa¬ 
tion by the Seller as well as the buyer on all 
contracts, in such manner as may be prescribed 
by the Board. 

VII. In Bye-law 212(2)—In line 1, after the words 
“simple Majority” add the words “and concurred in by 
the Forward Markets Commission”. 


So also in line 3 replace the words “a like majority” by 
the words “a resolution passed by a like majority and 
concurred in by the Forward Markets Commission”. 

VIH. In Bye-law 212, after sub-clause (4) add a sub¬ 
clause (5) as follows: 

(5) Where the Forward Markets Commission con¬ 
siders it expedient so to do, it may call for 
periodical information relating to Hedge and/ 
or Transferable Specific Delivery contracts 
entered into by Members in such form and in 
such manner as may be specified. 

In particular, and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing powder such informa¬ 
tion may relate to— 

(i) contracts entered into by a member with 
another member on his own account. 

(ii) contracts entered Into by a member on be¬ 
half of each client of his. 

(lid) business of non-members appropriated by 
the member to himself. 

IX. In Bye-law 216, replace the figure “213” occurring 
in line one and line 11 by the figure “212”.
